Crime—The Chieftain and Last Member 
of the “Southern Brotherhood.”’

By Telegravh to the Post-Dispatch. 

Lirrie Rock, January 30.—Fayette Melton was 
hanged at Corning, Clay County, to-day, for the 
murder of Frank Hale, whom he killed on the 10th of 
May. 1881. The doomed man met his death bravely, 
preserving a firm demeanor on the scaffold, and as- 
serted his innocence to the last. The execu- 
tion was public and was witnessed by 2,000 people. 


MELTON AND HIS CRIME. 

The execution of the unfortunate young man to- 
day recalls the days when there existed, among & 
certain class, that obnoxious, clannish association 
which assumed the false title of the “Southern Broth- 
erhood,"”” United undera chieftain, and in sworn 
secrecy the bands extended, over many States, and 
their final extinction left numerous hideous blots on 
the of history covering the period of their 
existence. The wretched man who has just suf- 
fered the extreme penalty of the law belonged to 
and was chief of a particular clan, which was or- 
ganized and carried on its imfamous pursuits in 
Eastern Arkansas, presumably in Clay County. 
Although consisting of but a dozen members, and 
in spite of the persistent efforts of the authorities 
aud the citizens of the community to arrest and 
ve | them to justice,this clique of brutal men flour- 
ished, and their offenses were committed with a 
secrecy that baffled exposure, and the mystery 
which surrounded each outrage could not be solved. 
Even the crime of a deeper and more atrocious dye 
—red-handed murder—which became a part of their 
records, was wrapped in perplexity and the solution 
was only effected by one of its members who de- 
serted its chambers and voluntarily gave the infor- 
mation that wiped out the last band of _Ku-Klux in 
existence and brought its chief to the gallows. 

The band consisted of twelve to fifteen members. 
At one of the meetings in April, 1881, the case of 
Franklin Hale was brought up. He was charged 
with wife-beating. It was decided he should be 
punished. The next night a band of disguised men 
took him from his house. tied him to a tree and 
whipped him witha horse-whip, then turned him 
loose and he was permitted to go home. The fol- 
lowing day he threatened to have several of the 
clan arrested, two of whom he said he recognized, 
and asserted that he would kill them on the first 
opportunity. At a subsequent meeting of the order 
it was decided that Hale should be put out of the 
way. 

LOTS WERE DRAWN 

and it fell upon Meiton to execute the decision. On 
the night of the 10th of May following 
Hale was decoyed from his house and shot to death. 
Melton was arrested for the murder. It was pre- 
viously arranged that in case Melton was arrested 
H. 8. Lawrence and William Rich, two of the mem- 
bers, would appear ip his behalf and establish an 
alibi. The scheme whs successful and he was dis- 
charged. Three years afterwards Lawrence went 
before the autuorities and made a sworn statement, 
charging Melton and William Rich with the murder 
of Hale. Rich was indicted with Melton, but fled 
the country, as did others of the band Melton 
strongly denied his guilt to the last. He admitted
